geous year in an hour.” 


Neat Suits 


The Democrats are better. 
They are not always proper and 
are rarely smug. The Republi- 
cans come with their neat suits 
and their air of respectability. 
They have an.aroma about them 
of money, of expensive 
chairs in rich offices, and of pro- 
priety. The Democrats come in 
the most incredible costumes and 
decorations. They do not mind 
being loudly drunk in public, 
while a Republican always pre- 
fers to over-indulge with dignity 
and in privacy. 


The Democrats are given to 
impromptu parades and to grand 
and hilarious evenings in night 
clubs. 


The delegates are the heart and 
soul of the show. They do not, 
however, have much real partici- 
pation in decisions. Now and then 
a delegation will rebel, or a fac- 
tion will defy the chairman. But 
by and large, the delegates are 
the creatures of the governors of 
their states. A few of them are 
chosen by direct election, but 
those who offer almost invariably 
are choices of the organization. 


Caucuses 


Delegates are called to caucuses 
to hear what has been decided by 
their chairmen and governors. The 
states with the huge delegate 
totals, such as New York, Penn- 
sylvania, California, New Jersey 
and Massachusetts, swing the 
greatest weight. When political 
writers speak of “‘they’’ it is the 
heads of these state organizations 
whom they have in mind. The 
managers of candidates must go 
to them. It is they who will de- 
cide whether Kennedy will win on 
the first ballot or the second. It 
is they who will determine if Ken- 
nedy is not to be nominated. This 
is a very simple bit of arithmetic, 
and political skills. Usually, as 
now, “they” manage to remain 
uncommitted. They maneuver be- 
hind the facade of a favorite son. 
It is “‘they’’ who have the most 
power. If they can hold it in re- 
serve to be thrown into the scrim- 
mage at the critical moment, 
“they” can determine a nomina- 
tion.

NDOLA, Northern Rhodesia—A 
former Atlantan and her three 
children escaped from the em- 
battled Congo town of Elisabeth- 
ville Saturday night after hear- 

ing ‘‘something go boom.” 


Mrs. Aaron Franco, daughter of 
Mr. and Mrs. Milton Waronker of 
1383 Northview Ave., NE, said she 
and the children were bundled 
into an outgoing plane by evacu- 
ation workers. 


“T didn’t even have a chance to 
4 goodbye to my husband,” she 
said. 


Mrs. Franco told reporters she 
and the children were asleep when 
she heard cannon fire. 


“I realized it was the sound of 
cannon fire,” she said. “I never 
had heard cannon fire before. But 
that was it.’” 


Her father said in Atlanta that 
he received a cable from Mrs. 
Franco Sunday afternoon saying 
all was well. The cable was from 
Ndola, a town just over the Con- 
go-Northern Rhodesia border. 


Mrs. Franco has lived in Elisa- 
bethville since 1948. 


She said she had brought very 
little money and only a few things 
for the children. 


“But one thing I do have, and 
must have, is a smile for the 
children,”’ she said. 


Her father said she would prob- 
ably go to Salisbury, Northern 
Rhodesia, where she has relatives.

Darien Editor Williamson 


said the governor ‘‘would have 
done weil to withhold any com- 
ment” until a grand jury investi- 
gation of conditions in McIntosh 
is complete. The grand jury is 
scheduled to convene in special 
session July 20. 


Ploeger said Negroes in the 
county do not vote as a bloc 
but ‘“‘of course, they vote for 
officials who will do them the 
most good, just as everybody else 
votes.” 


The county commission chair- 
man said there is no organized 
vice in McIntosh. As for the firing 
on the preacher’s home and the 
editor’s office, Ploeger said it 
“was just mischief, but nobody 
here condones that.” 


Another county official, who 
asked that his name be withheld, 
said he was at a loss to explain 
why Vandiver would issue such a 
statement. 


“This county went overwhelm- 
ingly for Vandiver in the last 
election,’”’ he said. “‘And I might 
add that all the Negroes in the 
county voted for him. 


“There’s an element in this 
county that welcomes investiga- 
tions of all kinds—whether they 
be by Vandiver, Khrushchev or 
Castro,”’ the official said. “It’s a 
political thing. We’re in office and 
they’re out. And they want in.” 


Sheriff Tom H. Poppell, who

This is 
a graphic illustration of the ter- 
rible conditions that traditionally 
follow in the wake of localities 
controlled by the Negro bloc vote. 


“Because the above conditions 
exist, it is a fact that local law 
enforcement has failed to preserve 
law and order in McIntosh Coun- 
ty. 

“Therefore, pursuant to the for- 
mal request of Darien Mayor 
James Williamson, I am dispatch- 
ing two excellent officers of the 
GBI to fully investigate the recent 
discharge of firearms as well as 
other law violations in the county. 


“This action is taken by me as 
conservator of the peace and to 
offer protection to the decent peo- 
ple of McIntosh County.”

The big show for the Democrats be- 
gins today in Los Angeles. And thanks 
to newspapers, radio and television, the 
whole nation will be the audience as the 
good and the bad, the family fights and 
the seamy sides mercilessly are exposed 
to public view.

He is shooting for nomination on the first 
ballot. He has bandwagon psychology 
with him. But on hand are old pros, 
skilled in all the tricks — including 
Harry Truman. Sen. Johnson will make 
a fight of it and waiting in the wings 
should a deadlock develop is not-so-reluc- 
tant Adlai Stevenson. 


The convention may well be choosing 
the next president of the United States. 
The Democratic Party still is the major- 
ity party and if it presents a candidate 
and a program acceptable to the nation, it 
will capture the White House and Con- 
gress in November.

Increased Costs Mean 


Higher Transit Fares 


The Atlanta Transit System has pe- 
titioned the Public Service Commission 
for a slight hike in bulk prices of tokens. 
The 1% cents rise would increase cost 
of tokens from 17% cents to 19 cents. 


The company explains that recent 
wage increases and other rises in costs 
would result in operating at a heavy 
deficit unless the hike is granted. In 
fact, the system anticipates a deficit of 
$78,400 even with the rise in fares. 


The transit company has no alterna- 
tive except to ask for the increase. One 
factor in increased costs is the sales tax, 
which a legislative committee has asked 
to be waived but which the state admin- 
istration refuses to do. In view of diffi- 
culties of transit companies in general, 
this tax on public transportation is one 
area in which relief should be granted. 


Through determined efforts to im- 
prove service, including extension to sub- 
urban areas, the system has been able 
to avoid even greater increases. These 
efforts certainly should continue, with 
cooperation of city government and 
business interests. 


Hikes in rates usually are accompa- 
nied by a decline in passengers, thus con- 
tinuing the cycle. If somehow this process 
could be reversed while service continues 
to be improved, the best interests of the 
city could be served. At any rate, this 
should be the goal. 


Public transit that is rapid, economi- 
cal and reliable is the best weapon 
against progressive traffic strangulation.

Bevan’s contributions to Britain were 
many and constructive.

Bitter Men Trying 
To Halt Johnson 


WASHINGTON—Bitter men, already repudi- 
ated in their own states by their own closest 
party associates, have been trying to break Sen. 


Johnson’s presidential candidacy in advance. They have been at- 
tempting to drive even his supporters from the moderate—as well 
as the conservative—South out of the Democratic convention before 


the presidential balloting begins. 

They are demanding civil rights 
and allied planks so irrationally 
extreme as to make it impossible 
for any moderate—from any sec- 
tion, for that matter—to accept 
them. 


Though they are unlikely to ac- 
complish their objective, the pos- 
sibility does exist. And Johnson 
knows it. In leaving here for Los 
Angeles, the Texan unhesitating- 
ly conceded his chief rival, Sen. 
Kennedy, to be the front-runner 
“as of now.” Johnson neverthe- 
less showed no great worry over 
this situation. 

His principal concern, instead, 
was that his Southern and Border 
State supporters might be taunt- 
ed into angry reactions by the 
sustained provocations of ostensi- 
ble South-baiters who are more 
exactly Johnson-baiters. 

A heavy obligation for respon- 
sible conduct undoubtedly now 
rests upon the chairman of the 
convention platform committee, 
Rep. Bowles of Connecticut. For 
much more than Johnson’s future 
is involved here. Involved also is 
the future of Kennedy himself, 
should he emerge the nominee. 


Kennedy’s danger is that over- 
zealous “friends” might write a 
civil rights plank so wildly vin- 


dictive and unworkable as to lose 
him the South and the Border 
States in the November election. 
Any such plank—and again ironi- 
cally—would be wholly alien to 
Kennedy’s record and convictions. 

No one supposes Bowles person- 
ally will be less than fair. The 
question is whether he can ne- 
strain others.

Perlman 
never held elective office and for 
eight years has held no appoin- 
tive office. Rauh never held any 
public office. 

Senators from the South who 
are supposed to be on the plat- 
form committee have publicly 
complained that the Butler group 
for the first time in history has 
refused even to consult with them.

Among the Northern favorite 
sons whose candidacy might 
have stood in Kennedy’s way, only 
Gov. Meyner of New Jersey con- 
tinued as a hold-out. The “stop 
Kennedy” group had tried vigor- 
ously to persuade all the favorite 
sons to remain in the competition 
not alone for one ballot but for 
several if possible. 


But Meyner’s position in his own 
41-vote New Jersey delegation 
was shaky; and it seems probable 
that the majority would jump to 
Kennedy at the first opportunity. 


KANSAS ALL FOR KENNEDY 


With Docking’s formal with- 
drawal, Kansas with a total of 21 
votes was claimed in its entirety 
for Kennedy under the unit rule.

“But the State depart- 
ment has assured me they will 
notify me the moment they re- 
ceive official word from Mos- 
cow.” 


The Soviet Union announced 
Saturday that Powers will be 
tried by a military court for 
espionage. The maximum penalty 
on conviction is death by shogt- 
ing. 

NO DATE, PLACE 


No date or place for a trial 
has been mentioned. 

The pilot’s wife declined to 
comment whether she believes 
her husband is being fairly treat- 
ed. “I have received two letters 
from him,” she said. “Accord- 
ing to those, he has been given 
books to read, has plenty of food 
and is being allowed to take daily 
walks.

Parkinson’s Disease begins in- 
sidiously. The fatigue is often at- 
tributed to “age,” and the shaki- 
ness to “nerves.’’ Gradually the 
tremor of the hand increases, 
walking is a bit more difficult, 
there often is a change in facial 
expression because of the muscu- 
lar rigidity. 


Too often the patient as well as 
members of the family deny that 
the disease exists. This is a mis- 
take. They should face the facts. 
The facts are not altogether 
gloomy, and if you admit that a 
problem exists ,you can then find 
out what to do about it. 


Here are some of the optimistic 
things you should know about 
Parkinsonism. It does not shorten 
life. It does not ordinarily 
progress rapidly. It develops 
slowly, or may remain static for 
years. It has no relation to in- 
telligence—I've known both prize 
fighters and college presidents 
who have had it. 


And after the disease appears, 
it does not affect intelligence, 
sanity, hearing or vision. It may, 
however, affect speech in that 
the muscular activity of speaking 
becomés. more difficult. 


While it is true that it is fruit- 
less as a rule to look for a 
“cure,” there are a good many 
things that can be done to make 
the difficulty less bothersome. 
One of them is to realize — and 
this applies to the patient’s family 
and friends as well as to the pa- 
tient — that the trembling, dif- 
ficulty of speech (if that happens 
to be present) or other symptoms 
do not mean that the afflicted per- 
son can’t see, hear and think as

There he called 
his wife. She carried him to the 
hospital.”’ ‘ 

Sgt. Dunn said Howard suffered 
“about seven” bullet wounds in 
the chest, back and arms. He

If stones, when 
passed, have been analyzed, it 
then becomes possible in many 
cases for the doctor to suggest 
diet changes, or medication to 
alter either the acidity or alkalin- 
ity of the urine, to inhibit forma- 
tion of more stones.

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French Children Have More 
Study and Less Playtime

There's no television corner in 
the home of Joseph Gatins, and 
their six children speak French 
with as much ease as they play 
the American game of baseball. 


Lack of a television set and 
the knowledge of at least two 
languages are the primary dif- 
ferences between the rearing of 
French and American children, 
Mrs. Joseph Gatins believes. 


“Our children don’t miss a 
television set,’’ Mrs. Gatins said, 
“‘and if a really worthwhile pro- 
gram is on they can go to a 
neighbor’s home to watch it.” 


MORE STUDY 


Mrs. Gatins believes the French 
custom of more study and less 
play is also good for her chil- 
dren. ‘‘Children in France study 
and work much more than 
American children. They learn 
at least one or two languages 
besides their native tongue,”’ the 
charming matron said. To teach 
the Gatins children French, Mr. 
and Mrs. Gatins always speak 
French at home. They also 
brought a French governess and 
nurse to Atlanta with them from 
Paris. 


Though Mr. Gatins is a native 
Frenchman, Mrs. Gatins was 
born in Colombia and later 
reared in France. Like most 
French women, she believes in 
close supervision of her chil- 
dren's activities. 


“T’m not a clubwoman,” Mrs. 
Gatins said, ‘“‘because that has 
never appealed to me. I try al- 
ways to be at home when my 
children come home from school. 
I drive them to school in the 
mornings ‘(they go to Christ the 
King School) and then they walk 
home.” 


SHE DISAGREES 


Charming Mrs. Gatins disa- 
grees with American mothers 
who allow their children to grow 
up too fast, also. 


“French children are kept @ 


children longer,”’ she said. 
“They don’t wear blue jeans, 
and a girl of 13 would not be 
allowed to wear a_ strapless 
dress.”’ 


The five children of the Gatins 
family who are at home always 
dress similarly for school. The 
two girls, Sophie and Egle, may 
wear plaid skirts, white blouses, 


and a tie in plaid to match their ~~ 
skirts; the boys, Charles, Mar- @& 
tin and Miguel, would wear plain & 


sisters’. The children range in 
age from eight to 13; Joseph 
Jr., the eldest, is now in school 
in Rhode Island. 


French families, Mrs. Gatins 
explained, always plan to have 
lunch together on Saturday. 
Then the children are allowed 
to have any of their friends as 
guests. But the Gatins’ children 
are not allowed to spend the 
night away from home. 


SPEND THE NIGHT 


“For a weekend, it would be 
all right; but why should chil- 
dren spend the night just across 
the street when they can be 
with their friends all day?’ 
Mrs. Gatins asked. 


The Gatins children have 
also been taught to curtsy and 
bow when they meet guests, 
and their manners seem im- 
peccable. 


“But they’re normal children 
and can get in some awful 
fights,"’ Mrs. Gatins said with 
a laugh. “I know the curtsying 
and hand kissing won't last too 
much longer.” 


There are dietary differences 
between French and American 
children too. The favorite after- 
noon snack of the Gatins’ chil- 
dren is a slice of white bread 
folded around a piece of semi- 
sweet chocolate. 


“This is typically French,” 
Mrs. Gatins explained.

“They always have a race to 
the mailbox because whichever 
one gets the magazine first 
may read it before the others 
look at it,’”’ Mrs. Gatins said. 


BORN IN ATLANTA 


The three older Gatins chil- 
dren were born in America, but 
the nine-year-old twins, Mar- 
tin and Egle, and eight-year- 
old Miguel are natives of 
France. 


Like some American children 
and unlike others, the Gatins 
children have certain personal 
chores they do daily. The boys 
polish their shoes and their sis- 
ters’ each evening, and each 
child makes up his bed before 
he leaves for school in the 
morning. ; 


“Our children all bathe im- 
mediately after dinner and they 
all wear robes until they go to 
bed. That is something Ameri- 
can children don’t do,” Mrs.

Mrs. Gatins, who sews all 
the dresses for her daughters 
and knits sweaters alike for all 
the children, approves of the 
sports activities in America.

BOMBAY (WNS) — An inter- 
national beauty queen contest 
sponsored from the United 
States is running into serious 
difficulties. 


India has been asked to send 
her prettiest girl to the ‘“In- 
ternational Beauty Congress’’ 
to be held at Long Beach, Calif. 
Big advertisements in Indian 
newspapers call on girls but in 
spite of tempting prizes few 
Indian girls are entering. 


Opposition to beauty contests 
has been mounting. Attempts 
are under way to organize a 
boycott of the July 9 finals. 


' Religious groups have begun a 


house - to - house campaign 
among their followers warning 
them against the “dangers of 
beauty contests.” 


Most competitors will be 
drawn from the Christian, 
Parsee, Sindhi and other west- 
ernized communities. This means 
that conservative Hindu commu- 
nities like the Gujaratis, Ma- 
harashtrians, Punjabis, Benga- 
lees and Malayees—which boast 
of some very pretty girls—will 
be virtually unrepresented. 


Local Communists are trying 
to persuade parents and women 
not to support the ‘“‘American- 
inspired bourgeois stunt.”’ 


At a Communist meeting a 
woman speaker said: “‘We must 
guard against America’s cul- 
tural invasion. Oné sign of it is 
the beauty contest the Ameri- 
cans are organizing. Such things 
are not done in the Soviet 
Union.” 


Pandit Sadashiv Brahmach- 
arya, a widely respected re- 
ligious leader of West India, has 
said: “If government does not 
do anything to stop the menace 
of the beauty competitions and 
goes on abetting them I will

Four Bombay girls who ap- 
peared in a swimsuit in that 
contest are taunted by neigh- 
bors, whistled at by youths at 
college and have been nick- 


named “The Four Daring 
Devils.” 
One, Santosh Rani, 19, told 


this writer: “I will never again 
appear in or even attend a 
beauty contest. It almost cost 
me my husband.” 


When Rani appeared on the 
stage in a swimsuit a prosper- 
ous businessman threatened to 
cancel her engagement to his 
son because of her ‘outrageous 
conduct.’’ Only the son’s frantic 
arguments saved the mar- 
riage.

The walkout hit the railroad at 
the peak of its summer resort 
business and threatened to create 
a transportation crisis Monday. 


If the strike is not settled by 
then, the railroad’s 260,000 week- 
day riders will be forced to stay 
at home or find alternate means 


of transportation on already 
clogged traffic arteries. 


Many visitors to Long Island's 
numerous shore resorts either 
were stranded or forced to find 
other ways to travel. Some of 
those who had planned to start 


vacations Sunday had to stay at 
home or go elsewhere. 


Some tourist centers organized 
car pools to carry people to the 
city. Bus lines were authorized to 
provide emergency service on 
Long Island without regard to 
whether they had franchises in 
the area. 


Gov. Nelson A. Rockefeller 
named an emergency fact-finding 
board to try to win an early set- 
tlement of the strike, which be- 
gan at 11:01 p.m. Saturday. (At- 
lanta time). 


The union stuck to its demand 
for a five-day week with seven- 
day pay, at a total added cost to 
the railroad of $350,000 a year.
